By the arrival of the stenmship Weser yester-
day at New York, we have European advices
to the 16th inst,

The Eastern Guestion,

From the London Evening Post, Dee, B,

The demnnds of Torkey contew plate no more
or less thun an hopest wdhersnce 1o Lthe terms of
a treaty to which the protecling powers are
parties. How will the respecuye governmenis
act in the business? It Is stated, and with ob.
vious justice, that more than two years ago,
when Greeoe fitst begun 1o meddle in the affuirs
of the Turkish dependencies, the European
powers ought to huve entered sn energetle vro-
test,  Haod thls been dove promptly we snonld
now be eparoed the revival of a question whiel,
whenever it is brought on the tapes, becomes
the rubject of great ditferences of opinion and
very eerous embarrpssment, Unforwnately,

we have not yet al'ogether exhaus'ed
the warro-wminded sud the Hutle spirit
which possessed our anceslors, There

is something i the antagonism of the Cross and
the Crescent whieh revives the old relimous and
racial prejudices, and, as a matter of fact, if we
are not prepared tor o new crusade, our sympa-
thies are by no mesns a8 strong or as generous
townrds the Turk as they ure towards the
Christian, Then, again, there is something in
the classic name of Greece which, even azaiost
our betier judgment, kindles & Bame of sympn-
thetic enthusiasm, A governmeat fulminating
mischief from Alhens 18 not neariy as hkely to
be vistted with its deserts as though it dated
from Buchsrest, HBuman pature is the sume
in the council chamber as it is in the library,
und it cannot be depled thut Influences which

have no place in the political system, and
which could not be seriously recognized,
play & part in the aflairs of every Biuale,

and produce results in no sense justided by thelr
character, Deeply grounded prejadices ou the
ecore of religion, and vo less poteat, though
uuconlesged, prejudices with respect 1o race,
impair the perceptive facoltleg aud pervert the
judgment o! European statesmen; and heuce it
i5 thut pnder the protection of powers nelther
of which could approve or even tolerate the
course of conduet pursued by Greece, i only it
were 1o take the matter into serions considera-
tion, the Hellevle Government and its Eeople
are permitted to assail the Ottomun wuthority
in Crete, and to piay a part which Is trea-
cherous in itself and periloos to the peace ol
Europe.

vlay. A waria the Bast would be
m calumlt? the extent and severity of which It
is ympossible to forecast. Toere s nol a power
of the first magnitude in Europe which may not
be embroiled if some step is vot lmmediately
taken with a view to arrest the progress of
events which are following each other with tha
greatest ravidity, In Roumsaula remonstrance
seems to have been of signal service. The Goy-
ernment of King George mayv vot prove so
amenuble Lo reason as that of Prince Charles,
but the experiment ought to be tried, and
promptly. A colleetive expression of opinion,
distiuet " and finul, by the protecting powers,
might even now be effectual and avert the catas-
trophe which appears imminent. Had an ener-
getie protest been entered 1n the earlieat stage of
Gireek intermeddling, itis probable that the iofla.
cunce of wise counsels would have been greater
and the pecoant power moie respousive Lo
moral snusion than now. Two years' industrious
wrong-dolug has doabtless prodaced its cliar-
ncteristic effects on the sensibility and covsc!s
ence of Kmg George and his evil ndvisers,
Moreover, the incessant, and to a serions extent
suceessful, promotion of counspiracies in the
Tuarkish dependencies has comimitted the Gov-
crnment ot Greeece to a particalar polioy which
it 18 aulicult to abandon, while the futile
altempt to defeat those underhanded manwu-
vres bas enfeebled the authodty aud impove-
rished the resoorces ot the Sultan, King George
snd his counsellors are cognizunt of these facts,
und 1t & only nataral tbhey sbould wnd to
strengthen the sinister purpose of an aggression
which of course hus for {ts aim the reduoction,
glful possibly even Lhe overthrow, of the power of
urkey.

SPAIN.
The Disturbanecs at Cadlz.

On the morning of the 12th General Caballero
de Ro'n addressed the followiug proclamation
to the inbabitants of Cadiz:—

A revolution, iueited and fomented by secrab
epemies, is deloging wilh blood the streets of
your beaniiful cits, but has found no echo iu
the Fepinsulu; and 1 come to suppress it with
the forces placed at my disposal n{ the Gov-
ernment, Lay down your arms, and your lives
will be eaved. This I gowrantee you in the
psme of the Government, on whosie clemency
you may rely, Boch i lhe only means by
which the Insurgents, can escape belog treated
with nflexible fgor,”

[ erant you a delay until to-morrow at noon,
in order that the old men, women, and chil-
dren, as well as wll penceably disposed cilizens,
may lesve the town.

Inbabi'ants of Cadiz, it will not be my faalt
if, with the means of attack which the imperi.
ous law of necesaily compels we to emoloy,
there should come for Cadiz a day of mourning
wod ruin. I shall regret guch a result from the
bottom of my heart, but shall do my duty.

This proclwmaion prodoced an lmpreseion
upon the insursents, and they sent a delega'e,
nccompanied by the Comsul of the United
Btutes, to Generanl Cabatléro, offering Lo place
their srma in bulldings which he should de-
slgnate,

General Caballero de Roda expected to enter
Cadiz on Lhe Lith,

General Cabsllero de Roda, at the head of the
Army of Audalusin, entered Cadiz oo the 12th at
two o'clock, The people were giving up their
nrme,

On the moruing of the 13th the Insorgents of
Cadiz offered to sarrender their armies into the
hands of the Uounsul of the United States, but
Geperal Caballero de Hoda refused to entertain
such & proposal, sod declured that hostilities
would be renewed if the arms were not placed in
the militery butldings. The insurgents there-
upon yiclded to hiz orders, and the (roops
voder the command of Geuneral Caballero en-
tered Cadiz at two P, M.

She Ex-QQuesn to Publish a Manifesto.
« A Madrid letter contains the following :—

“Queen lsabella 18 sgid 1o be about 1o publish
a manifesto, calling on the supporiers of her
dynasty to present themselves us candulates at
the elections, and by that means to bring abont
the friomph of her canse, T pe 18 a guestion
of founding a journdl under the title of ¥t A'ma
de Robespierre, General Prim bas just pro-
moted, by senlority, forty cuptains, thirty-seven
lievtenants, thirty-eeven sub lieutensn's, aud
thirty-one sergeants. The b‘orrezpamh’rwin
sunounnces that the Oarlist agents are very
active in Catalonia., The same journal hinted
nfew days back-that a foreign emissary had
arrived at Seyille to combat the caudidateship
of the Duke de Mointpensier. For fear that its
inginuation shouald puass unperceived, the same
organ adds that a Sevilie letter eils witeution o
the large quantity of French money iu circula-
ilon iu that town.”

AUSTRIA.
A Signitieant Speech by the War
Minister.

The Austrisan War Minister, Herr Von Kahn,

within the body; blood coagulates slower inn
cool than 1o A warm almosphere; takiog Into
consideration the death by violeuos, loss of
blood, and ecool atmosphere in the yard, [ am
sure the Dblood In Mrs Hill's bod
had not congualated when found,
for eoagulation comes on slmulianeounsiy
with the stiftening of the body, whioh oay
commences five or slx hours afier death; takiog
Lhese facts lato consideriation, If her quf Wk
found within flve or six houors after death It was
found lo & favorable conditlon for sprinkling;
